OTTAWA, Aug. 10—(CP)—The 
Commons last night gave third 
reading by a vote of 84 to 6 to 
the bill renewing the charters of

Robot Bombs Now:

LONDON, Aug. 10.—(CP)—Ger- 
man robot bombs now aré carrying 
incendiaries, the ministry of home 
security announced today. 

Examination of the new weapons 
showed that each of the flying 
bombs which fell recently in south 
England carried about 20 incen- 
diaries, The fire missiles are scat- 
tered by the force of the flying 
bomb explosion after the robot 

, touches earth. 
The ministry said present meth- 
ods of fighting bomb-set fires 
would be continued,

take their.gas masks with them, 

After a lull of 24 hours—one of 
the longest since the Germans he- 
gan the robot attacks—a few dron- 
ed over London and the ‘southern 
counties shortly after dawn.

The motion, sponsored. by Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, says the 
gratuities are designed “to recog- 
nize the service of members of His 
Majesty's forces who have served 

on active service during the pres- 
ent war and to assist them in their 
re-establishment having regard to 
the length, sphere and terms of 
their service ., .”

British 2nd army forces advancing 
eastward from their Orne river 
bridgehead above Thury-Harcourt 
had made contact with the Cana- 
dian 1st army driving southward on 
Falaise. 

The Germans admitted a small 
Number of troops were trapped 
behind Allied lines by the British- 
Canadian juncture, but both 
enemy and Allied sources indi- 
cated the bulk of their forces had 
escaped the trap. 

United Kingdom units advanced 
4,000 yards eastward from their 
Orne bridgehead, cut the Caen- 
Thury highway and joined the 
Canadians east of the road, while 
the Dominion troops appeared to 
have been slowed by a screen of 
anti-tank guns thrown across the 
Caen-Falaise highway about five 
miles north of Falaise. 


FIGHT AROUND VIMONT 

On the Canadian left flank, other 
British troops gained more than | 
{two miles down the main Caen- 
Paris road and were reported fight- 
ing around Vimont, seven miles 
southeast of Caen, 

The Nazis were braced desper- 
ately against American armored 
forces which fanned out heyond 
captured Le Mans, 100 miles or less 
from Paris in a drive that threat- 
ened to outglank the French capi- 
tal from the south, 

Unconfirmed reports said ad- 
vanced American spearheads 
might already be only 40 to $0 
miles west and southeast of Paris.

More Than 500 U-Boats 


Sunk by 


LONDON, Aug. 10. — (CP)— 
More than 500 German submar- 
ines have been sunk by the Allies 
since the start of the war, it was 
reported last night in a joint 
Anglo-American statement. 

Issued under authority of 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President soosevelt, the state- 
ment said Nazi U-boats were “in- 
effective during July, a month 
which has been so important for 
the success of continental opera- 
tions,” 

The joint statement follows: 

“The ‘number of German U- 
boats sunk during the war now 
exceeds 500. It is therefore un- 
derstandable that the U-boats 
ptill operating are extremely cau- 
tious. Their efforts have been 
ineffective during July, a month 
which has been so important for 
the success of continental opera- 
tions, 

“The number of U-boats de- 
stroyed has been substantially 
greater than the number of mer- 
chant ships sunk, Seventeen U- 
boats have been sunk while at- 
tempting to interfere with our 
cross-channel traffic since the 
first landing of the army of lib- 
eration. 

“The U-boat fleet is still.of im- 
ressive size, Nevertheless, the 

“boats remain the hunted rather 
than the hunter's. They have been 
attacked from the Arctic to the 
Indian Ocean, aircraft playing a 
great part with the surface 
forces. This pressure will be 
maintained until all chances of 
revival of the U-boat campaign 
are killed, whatever may be the 
new devices and metheds devel- 
oped by the enemy.

(CP)—More than a dozen Canadian corvettes who traded 


punch for punch with German submarines and crushing 


weather on the North Atlantic for four years have been given 
their chance to be in on the kill, They are on channel con- 


voy duty now, escorting men and supplies to the coast of 


Normandy in a hectic type of 


war that makes the monotony 


of the North Atlantic seem like a bad dream, soon forgotten. 


Some of them went years on 
the Atlantic without seeing a sub- 
marine.

Mayflower is part of the strong 
Canadian corvette force meeting 
conditions like this almost every 
day, as part of their normal duties.

Sea-watches of four hours on 
and four off don't leave much time 
for leisure, but almost always there 
is an interested audience of sleep- 
less, off-watch ratings whenever 
anything big is going on.

Canada Is In 


G. Spencer Summers, British member of 
parliament who has been touring Australia 
and New Zealand, tells Edmonton that 
Canada is very highly respected in those 
countries whose people wonder, however, 
whether Canadians are prepared to throw 
their full weight against Japan when the 
European war is over. 

The Australians and New Zealafiders 
need have no fear on that score. For even 
if the Canadian high command, for strateg- 
ical reasons, should be inclined to slacken 
Canada’s effort against the Japanese, 
which is itself almost unthinkable, Cana- 
dian public opinion would demand full scale 
action. 

Canada definitely looks for an expan- 
sion in the Pacific. There is no reason why 
the markets of the Orient should not ab- 
sorb increasingly great quantities of west- 

* ern goods, to the point, it is hoped, where 
Oriental demands will render necessary the 
industrial as well as the agricultural de- 
velopment of Alberta and the other western 
provinces, 

Canadians know there is little chance of 
realizing this expansion until the influ- 
ence of Japan in the Pacific is completely 
crushed. Both loyalty té our sister dom- 
inions and our own self-interest render 
necessary a decisive victory against Japan. 

Canada is definitely in to the limit. 


They’re All Disloyal 


Some British Columbia members of the 
House of Commons have found fault with 
the Prime Minister’s promise that after the 
war all disloyal Japanese will be repatri- 
ated and loyal Japanese will be distributed 
throughout Canada and not concentrated 
in the coast province, 

Their complaint is well taken. For Brit- 
ish Columbia people know only too well, 
through tragic experience, that there is no 
such thing as a loyal Japanese. 

The Japanese, as The Bulletin has 
pointed out many times, do not come to 
this country to better their conditions. 
They come as agents of the Imperial Japa- 
nese Government to extend the projected 
Japanese domination of the world. They 
are not permitted to leave Japan on any 
other terms. Even those who are born in 
Canada are required to journey to Japan, 
when they become adults, to take an oath 
of loyalty to the emperor, Fully 90 per cent 
of Canadian-born Japanese actually fulfil 
this requirement. 

It is clear, then, that there are no loyal 
Japanese, 

Perhaps Mr. Mackenzie King had this 
fact in mind when he made the distinction. 
Possibly he knows very ‘well that there 
will be no Japanese to distribute through- 
out the country, 

It would have been much better, how- 
ever, to have said so plainly, than ‘to have 
left reassurance to cr inference. 


Laying A Bogey 


Speaking at Winnipeg, United States 
Ambassador Ray Atherton declares that 
cooperation between Canada and his coun- 
try will never lead to political union be- 
tween the two. 

The maintenance of separate sovereign- 
ty and jndependence, he says, will contri- 
bute to the North American way of life. 

This sentiment cannot be too frequently 
repeated by authoritative spokesmen for 
the American and Canadian governments. 

For international friendship on this con- 
tinent depends entirely upon keeping the 
relationship platonic. The very minute the 
element of courtship enters into that re- 
lationship, suspicion and prejudice spring 
up like dark thunderclouds, 

And there is, undoubtedly, a certain 
feeling among uninformed people on both 
sides of the line that Canada is aching to 
fall into the arms of her larger neighbor 
and, on the other hand, that the United 
States would annex this country at the 
slightest opportunity. 

These misapprehensions, based on utter 
fallacies, constitute the most powerful bar- 
rier against complete Canadian cooperation 
with the United States and vice versa, , 

The truth is that very few Canadians look 
towards any such union and that an equally 
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infinitesimal number of Americans would 
even consider enlarging a political area 
which has already grown cumbersome. 
Mr. Atherton’s admirable plain talking 
should helpfully ame the air. ‘ 


No Silken Rope 


There will be repercussions in Germany 
over the summary execution of eight army 
officers, including a field marshal, who 
were found guilty of playing a part in-the 
alleged attempt on Hitler's life. The re- 
percussions will arise, not from their 
deaths, but from the manner of them. 

These men were hanged two hours after | 
a hasty trial. And hanging is a form of 
death which is even more of a degradation 
in Germany than elsewhere. In England, a 
peer of the realm who is condemned to 
death may demand a silken rope. These 
Germans were of the same aristocratic 
class and the affront will embitter the 
junkers against Hitler even more than ever, 

The junker aristocrats, who compose 
the officer caste, have never been enthusi- 
astic about Naziism. It was a middle class 
movement. It arose in and was supported 
by Bavaria. Outside of its international 
objectives, with which the junkers thor- 
oughly agreed, the entire movement was 
repugnant to them. 

This execution, then, is the worat insult 
that could have been offered. 

Some doubt has been entertained about 
the validity of the reports that Hitler es- 
caped a bomb explosion planned by junker 
generals. It may have been a fake. The 
thing might never have occurred. 

But it will occur now. This execution 
is a declaration of war of class upon class. 
And if the first attempt to kill Hitler was 
spurious, one may be certain that the sec- 
ond one will not be.

1894; 50 Years Ago 


A meeting of Reformers was held in the Alberta 
hotel on Thursday evening at which a letter was 
drafted cordially inviting the: Hon. Wilfrid Laurier 
to visit Edmonton on his westward tour. Should 
he accept the invitation a reception committee will 
be appointed and a Liberal Association organized. 

An eight-round glove contest between Edward 
Cuff of San Francisco, champion middleweight of 
the coast, and John Allan of Toronto took place in 
Robertson's hall on Saturday evening. The con- 
testants were evenly matched and displayed a good 
deal of what is termed the science of boxing. 

The Rev. Father Lacombe, who some forty- 
seven years ago Janded at Edmonton as a young 
missionary, and who has since been practically 
over the whole Northwest, has now been sent back 
to his first post. 

There is every possibility that the sandstone 
found on the river about fifty miles west of the 
town will be utilized for building before long. 
Messrs, Dagagne and Lamoeureux who have locat- 
ed the claim, brought down a barge load recently, 
and two more are on the way. It is said the sand- 
stone rests on a deposit of mineral stone that will 
make good cement. A kiln and cupola for its re- 
duction will be built. 

Marines from British and United States war- 
ships have been landed at Bluefields, Nicaragua, to 
protect foreigners. The government troops cap- 
tured the town a few days ago and are still holding 
it against the rebels.

McGeer; Slaght and So 


Two Have Performed Fine 
Public Service for This 
Dominion 


By E. W. Harrold, in the Ottawa 
Citizen 

Day by day, before the House of 
Commons committee on banking 
and commerce, ‘here is being un- 
folded what seems to me an In- 
tensely interesting and significant 
drama. It might be said to be a 
drama of the conflict of view be- 
tween those who believe that our 
present money system is not doing 
its job,-and is leading to more 
trouble in the future, and those 
who believe that our economic 
problems, both. actual and poten- 
tial, are the product of anything but 
the money system. 

The leaders in the fight for a re- 
formed money system are Megsrs. 
Arthur G, Slaght, Liberal M.P. for 
Parry Sound, and G. G. McGeer, 
Liberal M.P. for Vancouver-Bur-: 
tard. Without ‘going into the de- 
tails of their present proposals, 
which are not likely to be accepted 
at this stage of affairs, it is fair to 
say that their contention is that the 
hope of the nation lies not in 
schemes of excessive taxation, na- 
tionalization, favorable balances of 
trade, and so forth, but in an ad- 
justment of the money system that 
will permit it to reflect the physi- 
cal facts of the productive system. 


Canada’s New Bulb Industry 


British Columbia’s Climate 
Most Suitable for These 
Spring Flowers 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
Did you know that tulips used 

to grow wild in Persia? Well, that 

is true and a merchant returning to 

Constantinople with a caravan of 

rugs and perfumes and brass 

brought the first bulbs back to Tur- 
key and it became the national 
flower of Turkey. 

Travelers carried the bulbs to 
Western Europe. The first ones to 
reach Holland were sent as a gift 
by a merchant in Constantinople 
who enclosed them in an order of 
cloth bound for Antwerp. 

The Hollander thought they were 
onions and ate a few but didn’t 
relish them, so planted the rest 
thinking the Dutch soil would im- 
prove the flavor. 

From these first blossoms began 
Holland's love for tulips. At one 
time fabulous prices were paid for 
bulbs and fortunes made and lost in 
bulb speculation. One bulb is 
known to have sold for $2,500. 

Canadians today have a great 
fondness for spring-flowering bulbs, 
and the year before the war came 
ewe imported over thirty millions. 
Canadians are deeply conscious of 
the aesthetic value of flowers. 

Today British Columbia is sup- 
plying our market with spring 
bulbs since Hitler has closed the 
garden gates of Holland. Washing- 
ton and British Columbia have 
planted bulb fields that rival those 
of the Netherlands. 


Imported Bulbs 


British Columbia, on the lower 
end .of Vancouver Island, in the 
Fraser Valley and the Okanagan, 
have grown daffodils, irises and 
tulips in no way inferior to those 
imported. New and costly varieties 
have heen introduced and have 
shown their liking for the soil and 


climate. When the war began, the 
bulb acreage had grown steadily 
up to 250 acres. Since then the in- 
dustry has spread until it now 
covers over 400 acres, 

Bulbs that are “forced” by heat 
under glass for January and Febru- 
ary flowers must go back to the 
fields for one or two seasons to re- 
cuperate, but the field-grown bulbs 
increase rapidly, and in a few more 
seasons, that province will go a 
long way towards supplying the 
main demands of Eastern Canada. 

In the days when Dutch bulbs 
were plentiful and cheap, the 
“forcing” trade destroyed those that 
had bloomed early in the green- 
houses. Now they are returning 
them to the field-growers, who in 
the good growing conditions of that 
province, can bring the bulbs back 
again to forcing strength in two 
seasons. An appreciable portion re- 
gain their vigor in less time. 

This recuperation being possible, 
there is a bright prospect for the 
increase of stock. 


Forcing Weakens 


Forcing weakens the bulbs be- 
cause they are grown in crowded 
“flats” with insufficient soil. A 
formidable “narcissus” fly of bum- 
blebee proportions likes to lay its 
eggs where the grub can survive 
the winter by eating out the heart 
of the bulb. 

A microscopic eelworm grazes 
through the leaves; and a fungus 
finds footing in the basé of the 
bulbs. Much expert assistance has 
been given to the grower by the 
government experts in combating 
these enemies. 

A “hot-water bath” with the ad- 
dition of formalin has been devised 
which reduces the pests greatly 
when properly applied. A monthly 
news-letter of information and ad- 
vice is mimeographed for the 200 
growers, following up the field in- 
spection given from time to time. 

This expert assistance has done 


much to stabiliez the new industry. 
Present and future needs seem. to 
be co-operation for eliminating 
virus diseases and standardizing the 
bulbs for market. Government in- 
spection of exported bulbs would 
be good for the trade, and will 
be given as soon as the growers 
demand it, and standard sizes wil) 
be set. 

These sizes are of interest to the 
amateur buying bulbs for his gar- 
den, Bulbs vary in size according to 
variety, of course. Big bulbs in any 
variety are more attractive than 
small ones, but the advantage is 
chiefly of use to the forcer wuio 
must havé “substance” to force. 
Hence the Hollanders exported 
bulbs of large sizes. 

The gardener, however, can man- 
age with much smaller ones. If they 
are of flowering size the smaller 
the better, they will be cheaper. 
For the grower will sort the largest 
for forcing and export, and be able 
to sell the small sizes at lower 
rates, These are the kind he re- 
plants himself; they will build 
themselves up the first season and 
attain their full size and beauty 
the next spring.

Too high praise cannot be given 
to Messrs, Slaght and McGeer for 
the courageous, informed and per- 
sistent fight they are putting up 
against the opposition of both par- 

les, It may prove that their battle 
for monetary reform may become 
historic, and that one day they will 
be couited among the men of vis- 
jon of the country whose wisdom 
and independence contributed so 
much to the building of a Canada 
worthy of the people and their 
heritage. 

But Messrs. Slaght and McGeer, 
generally speaking, aré not looked 
vpon as men of vision with the 
stuff of greatness in them, but as 
plain crackpots, This’ is a con-

clusion one is bound to reach by 
observing the reactions which the 
presentation of their ideas evokes 
in others. 

It is the contention of Messrs. 
Slaght and McGeer that, broadly 
speaking, the difficulties of the de- 
pression years, and the difficulties 
which loom in the post-war years, 
do not arise from anything in the 
nature of physical scarcity, malad- 
justment of labor relations, defects 
in human nature, private enterprise 
or the like, but in a flaw in the 
money system. 

They say, broadly speaking again, 
that there must be something which 
stands between Canada’s mechan- 
ism of production—with its farms, 
factories, tools, material and man- 
power—on the one hand, and, on 
the other, the millions of people 
who want only the products of the 
productive system but are not able 
to get them in adequate quantities. 
They declare that that something 
is the national money system, 
which is now made to serve the 
ends of private interests instead of 
the needs of the people as a whole.

This declarations in its different 
forms and details, provokes various 
reactions in others. They vary from 
htmorous incredulity to pained re- 
sentment, a resentment akin, in 
fact, to religious heresy in the Mid- 
dle Ages. And there seems to be 
no heresy more capable of stirring 
pained resentment than financial 
heresy. 

One financial heresy which has 
frequently been heard and is no 
longer denied in intelligent circles, 
is that banks create the means of 
payment out of nothing. On a re- 
cent day, Mr. Slaght stated this 
fact. Members protested, as before, 
that the bankers, in fact, lend the 
money of their depositors. Mr. 
Slaght then read the well-known 
authorities to support this truth, 
from the Encyclopedia Britannica 
to the Governor of the Bank of 
Canada.

Another reaction which is evoked 
among those steeped in the folklore 
of finance is that any proposal 
which offers so radical an ameliora- 
tion by so comparatively simple a 
means—‘tinkering with money” is 
their usual retort—is that of in- 
credulity tinged with wonder. It 
must be a fairy tale invented by 
cranks. To be practical, it must be 
complicated; to be workable, it 
must be ponderous, 

The chief causes of these reac- 
tions are twofold. In the first place, 
it is observable that when a new 
prineiple in economic theory is ex- 
pounded, good, well-thought-of, con- 
servative people are unable to ac- 
cept it or take intelligent part in 
its discussion, Their moral and eco- 
nomic prejudices—and this refers 
to socialistic as well as conserva- 
tive minds—compel them to oppose 
any form of organization which 
does not fit into the picture of the 
economic scheme they have known 
in the past or have projected into 
the future. Expound until ‘dooms- 
day, and they remain not merely 
unconvinced but critically hostile. 

In the second place, they are the 
outcome of the myths with which 
the present financial system has 
been so closely associated for years, 
One myth is that banks lend the 
savings of their depositors. An- 
other is that there is a fixed amount 
of money in the world—related, 
somehow, to gold—and that it is in 
the possession of individuals or 
groups. The fact is that all money 
has its origin as a creation within 
the banking system and, as Regin- 
ald McKenna has pointed out, the 
amount of money in existence var- 
ies according to the action of the 
banks. 

* * * 


Still another myth is that the 
science of banking is so wrapped 
in mystery that very few people can 
grasp it. While it is true that the 
mechanics of banking are far from 
simple, the broad functions of a 
money system are simple enough. 
And go, when well-meaning but im- 
perfectly-informed persons are cone 
fronted with a proposition with re- 
spect to national financing that is 
essentially simple in character, 
they are unable to believe that it 
could possibly be so. They talk of 
“funny money,” and seem to be 
unaware of the large and growing 
literature of the last twenty-five 
years devoted to a realistic analysis 
of our financial system. 

So, the battle being waged by 
Messrs. Slaght and McGeer seems 
to be a losing battle. But this is 
only seemingly so, It is testimony 
to the vital nature of the message 
which they and the pioneer mon- 
etary reformers have to convey that 
more and more people are inter- 
ested in monetary reform. In ad- 
vancing that trend of thought, 
Messrs. Slaght and McGeer are 
performing a public service.

12 Against 59,000,000 


The startling, but nonetheless 
true, statement that “under unusual 
circumstances twelve people could 
outvote 59,000,000 in choosing a 
president” of the United States next 
November is made by George T. 
Renner, professor of geography at 
Columbia University’s Teachers’ 
College in the September issue of 
The American Magazine, 

The nation's eleven most populous 
states possess 263 electoral votes so 
to obtain the 266 essential for vic- 
tory it would be necessary for a 
candidate to carry one other state, 
says Professor Renner who for the 
sake of simplicity assumes that all 
131,669,275 persons listed in the 
latest national census are voters. 

“A political party might carry the 
elections in the 11 large states plus 
Nevada by a margin of one citizen's 
vote each time, meanwhile receiving 
not a single vote in the other 36 
states,” writes Professor Renner. 
“With oly these 36,282,840 popular 


supporters, the party would there- 
fore have 266 electoral votes ajt 
could name the president. This de- 
spite the fact. that 95,376,435 citizens 
were opposed to him. '. 

“In this instance, the votes of the 
12 citizens who provided a majority 
of one vote in 12 state elections 
would outweigh the votes of 59,083,- 
695 citizens.” 

Professor Renner points out that 
the Electoral College makes it pos- 
sible for the 13 least populous states 
with 6,052,000 people and 48 elec- 
toral votes to nullify the political 
desire of New York's 13,497,000 with 
their 47 votes. He adds; 

“If the candidate carries all the 
37 smaller states, he will have 268 
electoral votes—enough to hecome 
president—althoush he will have 
the support of only 59,083,610 
people. This is 6,751,028 less than a 
majority (again assuming thal 131,- 
669,275 persons voted), and 13,592,- 
055 less then the unsuccessful op- 
position would receive...."

While 
our admirals continue to “dare” 
the Japanese navy to “come out 
and fight,” it seems altogether 
likely that the enemy's naval 
strength has been whittled to a 
negligible size because national 
wealth and manpower is going into 
aviation.

As far back as January, these 
dispatches had occasion to warn 
that “while we are preparing the 
offensive against the Japanese 
homeland on an amphibious basis, 


with naval forces conceived as its 
backbone, we have no way of 
knowing the nature of the defens- 
ive preparations being made by 
the enemy.” 

“It is conceivable,” I wrote at 
the time, “that the logic of sheer 
necessity, quite: aside from the 
logic of military science, may 
force our adversary in the Pacific 
to switch from an amphibious to 
an all-out aerial strategy in meet- 
ing our planned offensive.” 


The fact that aircraft have re- 
placed naval construction as the 
item of top priority would seem 
to confirm that suspicion, In- 
deed, the recent shuffle in the 
political set-up in Japan may be 
intimately connected with this 
apparent revision in strategy. In 
Japan, as in any other country, 
a basic change in strategy from 
sea power to air power would 
dislocate a lot of vested group 
interests and that in turn would 
be reflected in the reshuffling 
of officialdom. 

If the Japanese shift in strategy 
is fairly recent it wil! be too late, 
probably, to affect the outcome of 
the struggle. But an open-eyed 
appreciation of this change may 
help us to head off more of those 
tragic “surprises” which have 
marked the course of thig war and 
have cost us so dearly in life and 
wealth. If we are expecting an 
amphibious resistance but are con- 
fronted instead with an all-out air 
defensive, we shall be in about as 
bad a spot as we*were in Pearl 
Harbor and the months imme- 
diately after. ps 

At that time we expected a tra- 
ditional! naval strategy on Japan's 
part and were massing on the high 
seas for that purpose. But the 
orthodox showdown between two 
opposing naval potentials didn’t 
come off. Instead, the enemy 
sprang on us its strategy of triphi- 
bious warfare, which we have since 
then successfully adapted and im- 
proved upon, 

STRATEGIC SURPRISE 

One can only hope and pray now 
that we shall not again be stymied 
by a strategic surprise, The new 
emphasis on aviation in Japan is 
the warning signal. The revision, 
as lunderlined last January, may 
be the result of necessity rather 

w There are a oumber 


to stake all on air power. 

The first is that it has najther 
the, capacity nor the materials to 
compete with America in naval 
construction, Any such attempt is 
foredoomed to failure. On the 
other hand, Japan does possess all 
the resources called for by air 
power. In addition, of course, it 
has access to German technology, 
in the designing and building of 
effective planes. 

The second factor is that Japan 
has been definitely driven to the 
defensive and air power today 
represents the mest efficient 
form—usually the only form—_ 
of resistance against invasion. 
From the experience of this war 
it must be perfectly obvious to 
the enemy, as it is to us, that no 
matter how big a naval task force 
may be, it is only as good as its 
aerial umbrella. 

Not possessing the means for 
grappling with our entire task 
force, the Japanese apparently are 

channeling their resources into air 
power in the hope of: knocking 
out that aerial umbrella, 

Our task forces and submarines 
which menace the Japanese lines 
of communication represent the 
major threats with which the 
enemy must deal. Air power hap- 
pens to be the most effective an- 
swer to both of these. On the At- 
lantic, we met the underseas men- 
ace when we shifted from escort 
ships to an umbrella of air power. 
Having watched our success, the 
Japanese may have learned the 
lesson and are gearing for air 
power as the best counter-meas- 
ure to our submarines, 

The sooner we break the habit of 
thinking of Japan as a naval power 
‘and begin to estimate its potential- 
ities as an air power nation, the 
greater ovr chances of early vic-

OTTAWA, Aug. 10,—(CP)— 
John Bracken, national Progres- 
sive Cunservative leader, said last 
night in a prepared statement 
that the results of the provincial 
elections in Quebec and Alberta 
were “most significant.”

He added that no one familiar 
with the situation in Alberta be- 
lieved that the “socialism of the 
CCF party ever had a strangle- 
hold on western Canada because of 
its socialistic doctrines.” 

The statement continued: 

“The decisive rejection of that 
party in Alberta after the import- 
ation of its high-pressure spokes- 
men from all parts of Canada is 
ample proof of that fact. 

“The victory of the Social Credit 
party in Alberta emphasizes two 
things which ought not to be lost 
sight of by the Canadian people. 
The non-acceptance of socialistic 
theories on the one hand and the 
demands of the people for reform 
on the other. It emphasizes that our 
people want to be unfettered from 
the limitations and abuses of the 
past, but they want this without 
necessary changes of a revolution- 
ary character.

That makes it unanimous, or at 
any rate, I and another doctor as- 
sure you that hard work, I mean 
honest work with the muscles.

en the onset of old age. 

I repeat, I don’t know, but I do 
believe certain nutritional deficien- 
cies to which most Americans are 
subject throughout life have much 
‘o do with premature aging, and 
the deficiencies chiefly concerned, 
ii, my opinion are those which in- 
evitably occur by reason of (a) our 
use of refined white flour and our 
excessive consumption of refined 
white sugar, (b) our failure to get a 
reasonable amount of sunshine or 
skyshine on naked skin, and (c) our 
inadequate per capita consumption 
of milk and milk products. Speci- 
fically the nutritional deficiencies 
are (a) shortage of vitamin B-com- 
plex, particularly thiamin and ribo- 
flavin, (b) shortage of sunshine vi- 
tamin D, which is essential for nor- 
mal calcium betabolism, and (c) 
shortage of calcium,

Every one who Hopes to. enjoy 
long life must consume his or her 
quart of milk a day or its equival- 
ent in milk products. The succes- 
sive rages for Bulgarian sour milk 
(popularized by Metchnikoff) Aci- 
dophilus milk, ordinary sour milk 
and buttermilk were or are found- 
ed on the idea that drinking such 
milk promotes or maintains a de- 
sirable preponderance of lactic 
bacillus fermentation in the large 
intestine and so keeps the field un- 
favorable for the growth and multi- 
plication of harmful bacteria. There 
may be some practical value in 
that, in some instances. But it is 
my belief that the important bene- 
fit derived from drinking: any of 
these milk products is, first, the 
calcium and phosphorus the pro- 
duct supplies, and second the vita- 
min B complex, notably the ribo- 
flavin in the milk product. Of 
course the protein of milk or cheese 
is biologically complete—contains 
all of the aminoacids required for 
human nutrition. . 

All of this still applies to chronic 
arthritis or rheumatism. After all, 
that is generally part and parcel of 
growing old,

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Your Baby

Whatever the combined wisdom 
of the world in the matter of baby 
care, every new baby is an enigma 
to his yqung parents and its every 
act not.only wonderful but fear- 


inspiring. 


If the baby sleeps six hours and 
is supposed to wake up every four, 
they worry that he may starve ane 
they 


hold consultation whether 
should or should not waken him. 


If he sleeps lightly, with eyes 


partially open and breathing rap- 
idly, they hover over him, sure that 
these must be menacing symptoms. 

If he jumps convulsively, his 
arms jerking stiffly, they label him 
“nervous” and interpret gil his fu- 
ture behavior in accordance with 
that diagnosis. 

If he sneezes, they look at every- 
one suspiicously, sure the baby is 
taking cold and someone must be 
responaible for carrying germs to 
him. 

And, as for hiccoughs, they are 
all in a flutter about them. Aren't 
hiccoughs terribly dangerous, they 
ask, and how can you prevent 
them? And so it goes. 

The ordinary behavior of a baby. 
of which the above are typical 
samples, is viewed with alarm. 

Babies may sleep for long per- 
iods and should be allowed to sleep 
and conversely when they waken 
more often than once in four hours 
and want to be fed, they should be 
fl 


led, 

Babies breathe rapidly and their 
eyes—when they are very tiny— 
may not close completely. They are 
startled by loud sounds and jump 
in fright. They sneeze frequently 
because their delicate notrils are 
not accustomed to the irritations in 
the air they breathe. They hic- 
cough because they spit up partial- 
ly-soured milk, soured in the natur- 
al process of digestion and this 
slight irritation sets off the hic- 
coughs. 

The parents need not be wor- 
ried by these manifestations. 
When the baby is sleeping lightly, 
changing his position may help 
him fall into a deeper sleep. He 
should be spardd loud noises, 
though not the ordinary talking 
or laughing in the household and 
in time he will not be frightened 
by this noisy world. Let him 
sneeze in peace, if he has a cold 
there will be more obvious symp- 
toms than sneezing. And a tea- 
spoon or two of clear water will

The best way to help 
others and ourselves was to assist 
in definite community projects. 
This has been our policy and still 
is,” said the chairman. 

Graphic Arts report.was present- 
ed by D. G. Sandilands, acting con- 
vener. In July and August, 1943, 
Dorothy Willis attended a boys’ 
and girls’ camp under the auspices 
of the Council of Social Agencies 
for child guidance. The children 
modelled in clay and_ plasticine, 
they painted in crayon and water 
colors, and interest and skill grew. 


Mrs. Willis is engaged in the 


same work this summer. 


Miss Helen P. Porter presented 
the music report. The organization 
of this section of the Allied Arts 
Council was begun in December of 
1943.

STAGE SHOWS 


Currently in conjunction with the 
drama group, stage shows are be- 
ing given every two weeks at the 
American Red Cross Club, with 
parts of the show to be sent sub- 
sequently to various training cen- 
tres throughout Alberta, The sec- 
ond objective has been successful. 
Eleven concerts have been held in 
school time in the six senior high 
schools and in one intermediate 
schoofl. Two concerts have been 
given in the North Side Public Lib- 
rary, and one was given before the 
Adult Education Group. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Sterling Haynes 
presented the writing and drama 
report. She said the purpose of this 
group is to develop and improve 
the art of Canadiar writing in 
every field, and to use the talents 
so developed and improved to 
speed the total victory. Among the 
accomplishments of the writer's 
group are numbered more than a 
hundred radio scripts, which have 
been broadcast over city radio sta- 
tions. These brosdcasis were pre- 
pared at the requests of the War 
Services Council of Northern Al- 
berta, the Community Chest Pub- 
licity ComSmittee, the Red Cross 
Blood Donor Clinic, the Citizens’ 
Volunteer Bureau, the Council of 
Social Agencies, the Provincial Or- 
ganization of the Boy Scouts, and 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

The late Mrs. W. J. Dick's re- 
port was presented, She said that 
one of the most imporiant phases 
of the work of the council has been 
that of liaison. This committee has 
done extensive work among the art 
Sroups in the city, resulting in par- 
ticipation of the council in the Art 
Week sponsbred by the Edmonton 
Museum of Arts. Its most important 
contribution to the war effort has 
been the liaison work between the 
Canadian and American forces sta- 
tioned jn Northern Alberta. The re- 
sults have been eminently satis- 
factory, particularly in regard. to 
the public relations between the 
two forces. Canadian-American sol- 
idarity has been established, and 
the results are extremely gratify.

Miss Adventure

AT A CANADIAN GENERAL 
HOSPITAL IN BRITAIN, Aug. 10— 
(CP)—For a Canadian nursing sis- 
te: serving overseas who is married 
her wartime adventure is a lot of 
hard work and long hours. 

Because she is married—these

Decline Noted 
In Main Crops 


Except Wheat 


OTTAWA, Aug. 10—(CP)—With 
the exception of wheat, principal 
Canadian crops during July show- 
ed some deterioration from the 
outlook during June, the Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics reported 
yesterday. Wheat condition fig- 
ures for the prairie provinces 
showed improvemet in Manitoba 
and Alberta, but only slight im- 
provement in Saskatchewan.’ 


Feed grains, expressed as a per- 


centage of the long-time average 
yield per acre, declined in three 
provinces. 

Oats and barley lost ground ev- 
erywhere except in Quebec and 
Prince Edward Island, while flax- 
seed deteriorated in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. 


RYE PRODUCTION 

Fall rye production in the four 
provinces growing this crop in 1944 
is estimated 7,276,000 bushels com- 
pared with 4,468,000 bushels har- 


vested in 1943, Saskatcewan's share | 
of this year's total is 3,953,000 bush- | 


els, while Alberta is next highes' 
producer with 1,512,000 bushels. 
Yield per acre for the whole crop 
is estimated at 17.5 bushels against 
12.7 bushels per acre in 1943. 
Condition of major field crops 
at the end of July is decidedly 
better in all provinces except 
British Columbia, when contrast- 
ed with conditions’ at the same 


| time last year. 


British Columbia appears to be 
favorably situated regarding feed 
grains. The position in Alberta 
with respect to,oats and barley is 
not so reassuring, the condition 
figures being only slightly above 
those of a year ago. 

Sugar beet prospects are a little 
better than a year ago.

Regards Vote 
As “Protest” 


MONTREAL, Aug. 10—(CP)— 
While an element of uncertainty 
and confusion remained yester- 
day in Quebec's general election 


that produced a split down the 
middie of the popular vote, the 
Province’s newspapers set forth 
in editorials their views on the 
close, hard-fought battle. 

There was a tendency to keep in 
mind the possibility that Premier 
Adélard Godbout might constitu- 
tionally remain in office with his 
Liberal government. But it. was 
generally accepted that the Union 
Nationale forces under Hon. Mau- 
rice Duplessis had “won the elec- 
tion.” 


AUTONOMY DEMAND 


The result was variously inter- 
preted as a demand for provincial 
autonomy, an expression of war- 
weariness and resentment against 
federal restrictive measures, and as 
posing the possibility of another 
election soon. 

L’Action Catholique of Quebec 
saw two main reasons for the Lib- 
eral setback: “1, The people of the 
province of Quebec are tired of 
war, of the coercion imposed 
upon draftees; of the billions 
given England; of restrictions, of 
rationing, etc.. 2. In general, the 
electorate has little confidence in 
third parties.” (The Bloc Popu- 
laire party, with a heavy entry of, 
candidates, ran far behind Lib- 
erals and Union Nationale.) 

L'Action said: “We do not judge 

those popular resentments, we only 
mention them.” It added that “Un- 
less there are unforeseen circum- 
stances, the Union Nationale will 
constitute the legitimate authority 
and one would badly serve the 
common good in needlessly com- 
plicating its position in the course 
of transition. It is to be presumed 
that new elections would consoli- 
date the Union Nationale major- 
ity...” 


REBUKE TO GODBOUT 


The Montreal Gazette (Independ- 
ent), its editorial headed “Duples- 
sis Wins,” said: “The slim majority 
which the Natiqnal Union has re- 
ceived ... indicates that Maurice 
Duplessis will once more be called 
on to form a government. In pro- 
viding him with a me‘ority the 
electorate has rebuked Premier 
Adelard Godbout for what it re- 
gards as the surrender of its pro- 
vincial autonomy to Ottawa, and 
for what has appeared to it to be 
too close co-operation with the fed- 
eral government i. its war partici- 
pation and emergency measures. 

+ «ee The desire for change has 
been strong in the Quebec elect- 
orate, and the National Unionists 
have been chosen as the middie 

ground.... The people of Quebec 
have administered a rebuke also 
to the national government... 
It remains to be seen if he (Ou- 
plessis) can distinguish between 
the porper preservation of pro- 
vincial rights and return to nar- 
row provincialism. ... The vio- 
lence of the Bloc was too much 
for Quebec to swallow. It has had 
its days.” 

Montreal Herald, Independent: 
“If it did nothing else in decisive 
fashion, Tuesday's provincial elec- 
tidh gave Quebec's answer to the 
rest of Canada on Le Bloc Popu- 
laire Canadien. ... The result was 
so indecisive as to make another 
election seem necessary, ...” 


FIGHT HELD UNEQUAL 
Montreal Le Canada (Liberal), 
heading its editorial “A Salute to 
Mr. Godbout,” said: “The fight was 
unequal because all the arms of 
passion, prejudice and fanaticism 
were turned against him who had 
only reason for his defence, and 
reason is a weak shield when war, 
“with all its hardship and con‘usion, 
crazes the spirit and blinds even 
the clearest thinking intelligence.” 


L’Evenement Journal, Quebec, 
(Liberal): “It is clear that the 
Union Nationale has won and 
that the Liberals have suffered 
an important setback, Claims of 
the Bloc Populaire did not ma- 
terialize. It seems now that the 
electorate wanted a return to the 
old two-party system.” 

Montreal La Patrie (Independ- 
ent) said Union Nationale won by 
the number of elected candidates 
but not by the popular vote, “That 
anomaly, which is nothing new, 
dees not nullify Mr. Duplessis’ 
right to take the reins of the gov- 
ernment but clearly points out the 
divided feeling of the electorate. 
The relative lack of success of the 
Bloc Populaire Canadien shows 
that the population of Quebec is 
not separatist nor isolationist in re- 
gard to the national policy of Can- 
ada, or anti-participationist in re- 
gard to the war although it remains 
anti-conscriptionist.”

Godbout May 
Decide to Call 
_ New Election 


QUEBEC, Aug. 10 — (CP) — 
Political circles last night dis- 
cussed the possibility of a new 
general election in Quebec as 
they awaited word from Premier 
Godbout whether his Ciberal ad- 
ministration would resign in 
favor of Maurice Ouplessis whose 
Union Nationale party won 46 
seats in Tuesday’s Quebec gen- 
eral election. 

The 46 representatives gave Mr. 
Duplessis a numerical majority in 
the 9l-seat Legisiative assembly, 
but political conjecture centred 
around what would happen next. 


DECISION AWAITED 


Questions uppermost in the dis- 
cussions were whether Premier 
Godbout would resign and recom- 
mend to the lieutenant-governor, 
Sir Eugene Fiset, that Mr. Duples- 
sis be called upon to form a gov- 
ernment, or would the premier, 
possibly with the support of other 
members to his 38 Liberals, decide 
to meet the legislature still in of- 
aice, 


At Ottawa, a constitutional law- 
yer said the future of the Quebec 
Liberal government depended on 
the advice the Premier gave to the 
Lieutenant Governor, He added 
that the Union Nationale’s majority 
was so doubtful that Premier God- 
bout might decide not to relinquish 
power. 

'f the Bloc Populaire, with four 
members, decided to support the 
Union Nationale, there would be 
no question of that party taking 
office, but if the Bloc decided to 
support Mr. Godbout, “then | 
imagine he will stay in office 
until the legislature meets and 
if he is defeated he will advise a 
nee election,” the Ottawa lawyer 
said, 


Mr. Godbout was not available 
for any statement on the possibility 
of a new election but there was 
considerable speculation on this 
question, particularly in view of 
campaign speeches by Andre Lau- 
rendeau, Bloc Populaire leader, 
who had said several times his 
party would not co-operate with 
the Union Nationale.

Violent Storms. 


Across Prairies 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 10.—(CP)—A 
violent thunderstorm accompanied 
by winds of near-hurricane propor- 
tions, which swept through mid- 
Western Canada yesterday and last 
night, struck: Winnipeg early today, 
Jeaving a trail of destruction 
throughout the city and surrovnd- 
ing districts. 

During the height of the storm 
the government ‘meteorological 
station at Stevenson airfield 
clocked the wind at 7! miles per 
hour, and TCA planes from both 
east and west were as much as 17 
hours late, 

The storm moved east from Re- 
gina in a 200-mile belt, disrupting 
communications and causing exten- 
sive damage. Reports it had reach- 
ed cyclone proportions at Kam- 
sack, Sask., and Dauphin, Man., 
were not confirmed, but telephone 
communications with both places 
was still out early today. 

Earlier yesterday a heavy rain 
and windstorm swept Northwestern 
Ontario and the Lakehead, flood- 
ing roads, washing out bridges and 
flattening crops.

STUDY AVIATION 


The committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce of the House 
which has jurisdiction over all 
matters pertaining to civil aviation 
was authorized by H. Res. 307 to 
conduct an investigation and study 
of such matters related to present 
and probable future conditions and 
developments in and affecting air 
navigation and domestic and for- 
eign air commerce as it may deem 
advisable. As part of this investi- 
gation a subcommittee of the inter- 
state and foreign commerce com- 
mittee is making a trip by com- 
mercial airline and Army Air 
Transport Command facilities to 
various important civil aviation 
centres in the continental United 
States and Alaska. 

In making this trip the purpose 
of the committee is to determine 
at first hand, and from those 
primarily concerned, what may be 
expected in the development of 
American civil aviation in the 
future, what are the needs of 
civil aviation and what legisla- 
tion is necessary in order to pre- 
serve the present world pre-dom- 
inance of American civil aviation. 


This committee wrote and se- 
cured congressional approval of the 
| Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938, This 
act has been the source of enor- 
mous developments in American 
civil aviation but our investigation, 
even now, makes it quite clear that 
improvements in that legislation are 
necessary. The committee will be 
interested in discussing such im- 
provements. The committee will 
also be interested in hearing first 
hand what the commercial airlines, 
both international and domestic, 
need for their development; what 
the private flier feels should be 
done by way of legislation to con- 
tinue the development of private 
flying, and what type of regulatory 
and promotional legislation the 
charter operator and contract car- 
rier considers necessary. The needs 
of Alaska for air service and the 
needs of the present Alaskan oper- 
ators will be fully investigated.
